Claims 164-177 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hayes et al. (6,325,475). 

With respect to claims 164-173, Hayes et al. shows an apparatus comprising an odorant storage vessel (212), an odorant, and an 
odorant delivery element (214, 216, 202) comprising an aqueous spray inhaler, or air dilution olfactometer adapted to present the 
odorant to the nasal cavity and throat (Fig. 2; Col. 9-line 20-Col. 10, line 7). 

Regarding claims 175-177, Hayes et al. shows the odorant comprises amyl acetate, acetic acid, citric acid, menthol, and alcohol (Col 
19, line 14- Col. 20, line 46). 



Claims 164-174 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hayes et al. (6,338,715). Hayes et al. show an 
apparatus comprising an odorant storage vessel (7), an odorant, and an odorant delivery element (6,9,10,11) comprising an aqueous 
spray inhaler, or air dilution olfactometer adapted to present the odorant to the nasal cavity and throat. 



Claims 1-163 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). 

Regarding claims 1-18, 77-78, 89-104, 145-146, and 157-163, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method or apparatus 
adapted for treating Alzheimer's comprising stimulating the sphenopalatine ganglion related tissue of a subject by applying an 
electrical signal to the dssue or by presenting an odorant to an air passage of the subject, and configuring the stimulation to cause an 
increase in clearance of an Alzheimer's related constituent of from cerebrospinal fluid or the brain to systemic blood circulation. 

With respect to claims 19-46, 79-80, 89-95, 105-114, 147-148, and 157-163, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method ( 
apparatus adapted for treating Alzheimer's comprising providing a pharmaceutical agent into the systemic blood circulation of the 
subject; stimulating the sphenopalatine ganglion related tissue of a subject by applying an electrical signal to the tissue or by 
presenting an odorant to an air passage of the subject, and configuring the stimulation to cause an increase in passage of the 
pharmaceutical agent from the systemic blood circulation into the central nervous system 

Regarding claims 47-50, 81-82, 89-95, 1 15-1 18, 149-150, and 157-163, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method or 
apparatus adapted for treating Alzheimer's comprising stimulating the sphenopalatine ganglion related tissue of a subject by applying 
an electrical signal to the tissue or by presenting an odorant to an air passage of the subject, and configuring the stimulation to cause 
an increase in cerebral blood flow. 



With respect to claims 51-58, 83-84, 89-95, 1 19-126, 151-152, and 157-163, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method 
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apparatus adapted for treating Alzheimer's comprising stimulating the sphenopalatine ganglion related tissue of a subject by applying 
an electrical signal to the tissue or by presenting an odorant to an air passage of the subject, and configuring the stimulation to cause 
an increase in molecular passage between the central nervous system and another body compartment 

Regarding claims 59-76, 85-93, 127-144, 153-163, and 157-163, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method or apparatus 
adapted for treating Alzheimer's comprising stimulating the sphenopalatine ganglion related tissue of a subject by applying an 
electrical signal to the tissue or by presenting an odorant to an air passage of the subject, and configuring the stimulation to cause an 
increase in molecular passage between the cerebrospinal fluid and another body fluid or tissue of the subject 

Claims 1-177 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 



can be made or used in industry. 
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
